Marina Oswald's testimony that she thought 
Doe Harvey Oswald intended to shoot 
Go ve rnor C onnal Ly , 


Marina Oswald testified in her last session before the Commission 
on September 6, 1964 that she 'believed that her husband may 
well have been trying to kill Governor Gonna LLy instead of President 
Kennedy. She apparently based her conclusion on the fact that 
Connally was indirectly involved with Oswald’s undesirable discharge 
from the .Marine Corps Reserve. Her conclusion was apparently 
buttressed in that she could not think o£ any reason why Oswald 
might have a personal grudge against President Kennedy. Her 
testimony is set forth at 5 H 607-608, 609-10. 

As a result of that testimony X suggest that Chapter VII be change d 
by adding the foliov/ing after the first sentence in the paragraph 
following footnote 143: ' 

“In that connection, it should be noted that Marina Oswald 
testified on September 6, 1964 that she thought her husband 
’was shooting at Connaliy rather than President Kennedy. ‘ 

Mrs. Oswald was not able to state any facts, other than 


Oswald’s undesirable discharge, which led her to that 
conclusion. — ~ It does not appear to the Commission
